In response to your inquiry yesterday by telephone, I am Informed by the applicants that the following are 
the 2012 election result totals for the SWP candidates who were on the ballot for the presidential ticket or 
for U.S. Congress. These totals do not include write-in votes, whose results have not yet been tabulated. 

As is clear, these results confirm that the SWP continues to be a minor political party. 

For the presidential ticket: 

The SWP presidential and vice-presldentlal candidates received 3i509 votes in the six states where the 
candidates were on the ballot. 

For the Congressional candidates: 

Deborah Llatos. SWP candidate on the ballot for US Congress in New York's Thirteenth Congressional 
District ~ 4,687 votes. 

David Rosenfeld, SWP candidate on the ballot for US Congress In Iowa's Third Congressional District -
6,262 votes.
